NAGASAKI, 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Nagasaki, May 25. 

Since my letter of the 15th inst., sont via San Francisco, no mails 
from Europe have been received here, the Pacific mail steamship 
Golden Age having left Shanghai a day or so previous to the ex- 
pected arrival of the English mail of April 7. 

During the interval the chief event has been the departure of 
the United States squadron for Korea, on the morning of the 16th 
inst. The moyements of the fleet were kept very quiet until the 
last moment, and the first intimation the residents had respecting 
it was by the Colorado going down the harbour, followed by the 
Alaska, Benicia, Monocacy, and Palos. Previous to their depar- 
ture overtures were made to Baron von Richtoven to induce him 
to accompany the expedition, but he declined to do so on the con- 
ditions offered by the American Admiral, viz., to report solely for 
the information of the Americans. Newspaper correspondents 
were all refused permission to accompany it, with the exception 
of Signor Beato. 

The movements of the vessels of war in addition to those re- 
corded above have been :—Sailing : the French gunboat Cetlogon, 
for Saigon on the 16th.—Arrivals: British, Adventure, from Hong 
Kong, 18th, with marines. French gunboat Lamothe Piquet from 
Saigon on the 16th; ironclad frigate Alma from Yokohama on 
the 19th, having on board Rear Admiral Gisholme, whose flag was 
saluted by the Ocean and Tordenskjold. The arrival of the latter 
vessel from Wladiwostock cn the 18th completes the list. Remain- 
ing in port: British, Adventure, Juno and Ocean. French, Alma 
and Lamothe Piguet, both detuined for want of coals it is reported. 
Danish, Tordenskjold. Yesterday being the anuiversary of the 
birthday of H.B.M. Queen Victoria, the day was observed in the 
customary manner, with the exception of firing the salute at 
noon, which was omitted this year, owing to the Staff Commander 
of the Ocean being on his death-bed. His complaint is either 
dropsy or gout, and is such that two doctors have pronounced his 
case hopeless. 

The following properties situated at this port, which formerly 
belonged to the estate of Glover and Oo., in liquidation, but fore- 
closed a short time since by the mortgayees, in conformity with 
the terms of the mortgage deeds, were offered for resale yester- 
day by public auction, by the China and Japan Trading Com- 
pany, viz. :— 

Reare lot 12, Owra settlement, with the buildings thereon, 
ground rent $117.32 per year, sold for $280 ; Reare Lot 16, Owra 
settlement, with the buildings thereon, ground rent $171.92 per 
year, sold for $580; Hill lot 16, Namenohira, with the buildings 
thereon, ground rent $175.20 per year, bought in for $225. 

The only remaining subject I have to dwell upon is the revival 
of the jetty question by the Japanese. Un this subject I wrote to 
you some sixteen months ago, when it was before discussed. Ulti- 
mately it was abandoned by the native authorities, and, as the re- 
sidents thought for ever—but it does not seem so, as it has again 
been brought forward by the new Governor. On its becoming 
known that the local authorities contemplated reactionary move- 
ments ; some of the residents who would be the grate sufferers 
by the change placed their Consul in cppaseeson of ample materials 
to check the local authorities, and 1 hear that despatches will be 
sent to Yedo, which will give but little chance of the annoyin 
changes being carried out. It is most surprising that the Nagasaki 
authorities persist in periodically raising the same question over 
and over again, and in the face of such enlightened progress 
which is being made by the higher officers, it is difficult to believe 
that the latter know anything about the measures in force here, 
controlling all classes, from coolies upwards. It is much to be 
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hoped that the despatches sent by the Consuls at this port to 
their chiefs at Yedo will be such as will lead to investigations 
being made by the Yedo authorities into the numerous abuses 
existing here. 

Exchange on London stands at 454, and a small demand exists. 
Nebus are quoted 400 bus per Mexican $100. Freight to London 
is £3 5s. per ton of 50 ft.‘tea ; £3 10s. do. sundries,

SHANGHAI. 

Dates from this port extend to June 3 ; the London mail of the 
7th April, arrived out on the 23rd May, and the following French 
mail of April 14, on the 29th May. 

The following items are from the North China Herald :— 

The Chihsien has issued a long proclamation giving notice that, 
henceforth, the law requiring “ Bankers to be secured by four of 
their neighbours and to be properly registered in the Yamen of 
their district,” which has long been in force in the capital, will 
be carried out in Shanghai, and will be extended to every kind 
of hong, store and shop. The Chihsien says that this step has 
become necessary on account of the extensive frauds which have 
been committed by various tradesmen. The high provincial 
authorities have approved of the proposed step, and a despatch 
has been sent to the foreign Consuls, asking them to notify the 
change to their nationals. 

The new Supreme Court premises have been opened to public 
business. 

It is purposed to have a moonlight parade of the volunteer 
corps, when the several companies will assemble to defend the 
different approaches to the settlement. It is suggested that the 
several commanders of vessels in port should land detachments of 
seamen and marines to co-operate in repelling the supposed enemy. 

The annual meeting of the members of the Shanghai Club was 
held on the 29th May. The accounts show a profit on the year’s 
working of $5,000. It was agreed to lease the club from the Re- 
creation Fund trustees at an annual rental of $11,000, and to en- 
deavour to raise money to buy the furniture. Messrs. Rennie, 
Blydenburgh, Hancock, Higson, J. A. Maitland, John Thorne, 
Jellicoe, Wheeler, Miller, R. Fergusson, Westall, and Ashton were 
elected a committee for the current year. 

A public meeting of the French Municipal Council was held on 
the 27th May, to discuss the budget for 1871-2. The proceedings 
were purely conversational, as the electors have no vote on the 
subject, and are only summoned to give them an opportunity of 
expressing opinions. The only important matter touched was 
the discovery of a system of “ squeezing ” by tax collectors, which 
is under investigation. 

At s meeting of members of the Debating Society, held on the 

- 28rd inst., it was decided to hand over the balance of the society’s 
funds to the promoters of the new public library and museum, on 
condition that, in the event of the society being reconstituted, it 
shall have the privilege of meeting in the library building. The 
stipulated time is now within two months of expiry ; but we are 
glad to learn that a struggle is being made at the last moment 
to raise the necessary funds, and that there is every chance of a 
house being built. 

A final report has been published of the working of the Sinza 
Refuge during the past year. The expenditure has equalled the 
income within Tls.4. The total sum available, including a ba- 
lance of Tis. 28 from last year, was Tis. 2,930, of this Tls. 2,898 
have been expended, leaving Tls. 32 to go forward. 

In view of the dilapidated condition of the old gaol, H.M.’s 
Consul has decided to open the new establishment on the Soo- 
chow Creek oun the 1st of June. 

A meeting of scrip-holders in the Lyceum Theatre was held on 
the 26th May. Nine shares were redeemed in full, and the ba- 
Jance in hand, Tis. 1,269, was divided among 196 shares re- 
me unpaid. 

The Pacitic Mail danpany. advertise that they will issue tickets 
to Nagasaki and back, during the summer, at $50 for the return 
journey. 

Many of the ships in harbour were decorated on the 24th May, 
in honour of the Queen’s birthday. A Royal salute was fired at 
noon by the Prussian corvette Hertha; the clipper The yee 
also fired twenty-one guns very regularly, although at rather long 
intervals. The Yacht Club took advantage of the holiday to hold 

- ® race for a cup, value $75, presented by a member. But the day 
turned out almost dead calm, and the race was another drift, even 
worse than on the last occasion. The Phantom, by a combination 
of good luck and good management, succeeded in getting home a 

. winner. 

A meeting of the Hongkew Wkarf Company was called on the 
25th May, but was adjourned until the 5th June, in consequence 
of an insufficient attendance of shareholders.

SHanoual, Jone 2, 1871. 
The plot in China seems to thicken. While our Minister here, 
andj Government at home, cry “ Peace, peace,” the wily Chinese 
‘ are continuously for war. A German brig in the harbour of 
; ghai is now taking on board for the Taku Forts two six- 
hundred-pounder guns, and a number of soldiers for the same 
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destination. The Taoutai of Shanghai has also received orders to 
send ten thousand soldiers to Tientsin. This looks like business ; 
scarcely a day passes now without a number of Chinese gunboats 
leaving or entering this harbour; there are ten or twelve con- 
stantly here. Admiral Kellet arrived here from the north two 
days ago, and report says that he expects work for his vessels very 
shortly. Nagasaki is now the principal naval station, and, in 
view of disturbances or hostilities with the Chinese, is a more 
convenient place than Yokohama or Hong Kong, which are too 
remote, Mr. Wade seems arousing at last to the fact that mate- 
rial force is the only thing to impress the Chinese Government, 
and worth a ream of long-winded despatches. It may be, and is 
argued that the Chinese are only preparing to resist aggression 
on the part of the French, but it may be replied that those war- 
like preparations began long before the Tientsin Massacre. 

A communication has lately been addressed by the Taoutai here 
to the foreign Consuls, sports them that all Chinese trading 
with foreigners are to be licensed by him, and submit to certain 
regulations. As far as I can learn, no protest has been made 
by our Consul or Minister against this barefaced infraction of our 
Treaty rights, which are allowed to slip away, one after the other, 
without even a word of remonstrance. With all our treaties 
there is nothing ‘plainer than that the old ex-Hong system of 
Canton is in as much force now as it ever was in that place. All 
Chinese trading with foreigners are compelled to belong to some 
guild, all of which are licensed by the mandarins, and allowed to 
make their own regulations, one of which is, that no member can 
buy or sell except at a fixed price. They have unlimited power 
to impose their rates a expulsion or imprisonment. The result 
of all this is, that all Chinese produce, tea and silk especially, are 
30 to 50 per cent. dearer than they were ten or fifteen years ago, 
while all imported goods are selling at or below cost price. 
Even in chartering vessels for coast voyages no Chinaman will offer 
more than another on any given day, but if any advance is made 
it must be by previous concert amongst themselves. The Chinese 
are, in fact, masters of the situation, with all the boasted know- 
re of our merchants. 

he P. and O. Company take home the first teas of the season, 
and the Hankow steamers, Eri King and others, will be close at 
their heels, if they do not outstrip them. 

The indemnity paid by the Chinese to the Protestant mission- 
aries at Tientsin for the losses at the time of the massacre has 
been cut down one-half, partly by Mr. Wade, our own Minister, 
paid to protect our rights, and partly by the Chinese officials. The 
whole affair speaks badly for English diplomacy. 

The English and French Admirals are both here, also the Ger- 
man frigate Hertha. A sailor named William Williams has been 
tried in the New Court-house, found guilty, and sentenced to 
death for the murder, by stabbing, of the master of the British 
schooner Anne. ‘ 

A general muster is called of the Volunteers. 








HONG KONG. 

Our advices are to the 9th June ; the outward mail of April 21 
was received on the 3lst May. 

The Submarine Telegraph Cable, connecting this port with Sin- 
gapore, was landed here in safety on the 2nd June, and the colony 
was thus placed in direct communication with London. 

The following items are from the China Mail :— 

An indemnity has been paid to the Protestant missionaries for 
losses sustained in the Tientsin disturbances. Tls. 8,925 were ori- 
ginally claimed ; Mr. Wade allowed Tis. 3,400, and the Chinese 
have awarded Tls. 2,500. The buildings have been rebuilt, but so 
badly that they require finishing. 

It is stated that Prince Kung’s party is again fully roinstated 
into power at Peking, and good results are therefore looked for. 

The presentation of a letter from the German Emperor to the 
King of Siam has been remarked on in connection with the new 
Empire’s lack of an Eastern colony. 

A quantity of opium was thrown over the side of the Canion 
steamer during her upward trip, a few miles from Whampoa ; 
and the tidewaiters having got wind of the transaction deter- 
mined to intercept the smuggled drug. Having informed them- 
selves of the intended movements of the smugglers, three Euro- 
pean tidewaiters, in two gigs, accompanied by say twenty or 
twenty-five Chinese, laid in wait for their prey in Macao Passage, 
near the Bird’s Nest Fort. The smuzglers came in sight about 
midnight ; when the two gigs made a rush, and the suiugglers 
fired. One of the tidewaiters, named Morritz, received a shot 
through the lungs; but the smugglers were dislodged, five pri- 
soners taken, and the opium was captured. 

Mr. Hippolite Nicaise, is gazetted as acting Consul for Siam at 
this port, in the absence of Mr. Geo. Crichton. In the absence of 
Mr. G. F. Heard, also, Mr. G. F. Weller will act as acting Vice- 
Consul for Russia. 

The Viceroy of Canton has issued a proclamation urging the 

ple to contribute munificently ower the maintenance of the 
nevolent Societies recently established there, and it is said his 
Excellency’s encouragement will take a more substantial form. 

It may be remembered that some weeks ago the Opossum 
(H.B.M.’s gunboat) returned from a cruise in search of pirates 
with a few bales of cotton, the property of a Chinese hong in this 
colony. The business of punishment and capture of the pirates 
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appears to have been effectually followed up and accomplished by 
Captain C. de Longueville, of H.I.C.M.’s gunboat Tienpo, which 
vessel arrived here on the 4th June, from Hainan, via Macao, with 
a piratical prize intow. The junk was manned by seventeen men 
and a boy, and armed with nine guns, twenty-two muskets, a 
number of spears, boarding-pikes, swords, and four barrels of gun- 
powder. It is a new three-masted craft, valued at, say $5,000 or 
$6,000, and is therefore a valuable prize. 

A feeling is gaining ground that the present summer is to be a 
season of great heat, and the meteorological returns would seem 
to bear out this idea so far. The Chinese, it may be remembered, 
predicted a hot summer ; we had an unusually lengthened drought ; 
and now we have the thermometer at a disagreeably great eleva- 
tion. The average temperature for the month of May, 1870, was 
79 deg., while the average for last month (May) was 82 deg. 

The gratifying progress made by the Surveyor-General in the 
works connected with the new portion of the Public Gardens is 
illustrative of the amount of quiet work and labour done by Mr. 
Moorsom and by his present active assistants. The greater por- 
tion of a tortuous road has been constructed, winding up towards 
Robinson-road and the coffee plantation known as Duddell’s 
House. At this latter spot the outer gate of the new garden is 
fast getting into form, and though the unevenness of the ground 
and the recent rains place great obstacles in the way of progress, 
a very great stride has been made towards bringing former chaos 
into order. ; 

The death of Lee Fook Tai, the Lieut.-Governor of Canton, has 
been announced. The deceased mandarin rose from the rank of 
district magistrate of Toong-koon, and subsequently of Poon-yu 
districts. He was then promoted to the rank of Chefoo at Canton, 
from which he was transferred to Fokien, to be Provincial Trea- 
surer there. He again returned some two years ago to Kwan 
Tung, in the capacity of Lieut-Governor. He latterly officiate 
a6 Listit-Govarnor of Kwang Si also. The age of the deceased 
mandarin was between fifty and sixty, and he was said to be rather 
honest, but inert in business. 

"In consequence of the change of the monsoon, Messrs. Wilson, 
Nicholls and Co., of Amoy, have been compelled to abandon all 
operations on the wreck of the Don. A claim has been made of 
damages for loss occasioned by the conduct of the natives, but 
whether it will be recognised or not is still doubtful. 

A meeting of the Hong Kong, Canton, and Macao Steam-boat 
Company was held on May 29, Mr. E. A. Hitchcock, in the chair. 
The object of the meeting was to increase the capital of the com- 
pany for the ebore of purchasing the steamers Spark and Spec 
and the goodwill of the business carried on between Macao and 
Canton. The result of Captain Sands’ examination of, both steam- 
boats may be thus briefly stated :—Spurk is in very good running 
condition in hull, engine and boilers, and well foul, Spec is in 
good order and condition, excepting canvas on promenade deck ; 
the hull, engine and boilers are in good working order, and can be 
put to work at short notice. It was resolved that the capital 
should be increased by the sum of fifty thousand dollars of Hong 
Kong currency ($50,000), making the entire capital lof the com- 
pany eight hundred thousand dollars of the like currency 
($800,000). And that such increase of capital be effected by the 
issue of five hundred shares of one hundred dollars ($100) each. 


THE CANTON SILK TRADE. 


The majority of the gentlemen who were present at the former |: 


meeting “ to consider the conditions under which the Canton silk 
trade is at present conducted,” have held another meeting in order 
to receive and confirm the report of the committee, Mr. F. W. 
Coare in the chair. The following resolutions were discussed :— 
First. That all foreign buyers beg to draw.the attention of the 
silk dealers to the old custom of claiming compensation of the 
native sellers for any loss in weight on silk sold in Europe or Ame- 
rica in excess of 3 per cent. on the net weight previous to a 2 
ment, and on waste in excess of 5 per cent.—the weights to be 
taken being the official weights in England, or the official condi- 
tion weights in France. Claims for compensation must not be 
made after six months from date of shipment by steamers, and 
nine months by sailing vessel. Second. The foreign buyers of 
Canton silk beg to call the attention of native sellers to the fact 
that the old custom of contracts will not be adhered to as for- 
merly, viz., That not only will the quantity so contracted for be 
required, but also the quality in particular. In case of any diffi- 
caley arising therefrom, the question to be settled by arbitration. 

Both these resolutions were carried. 

The resolution passed at the first meeting relative to an applica- 
tion being made through the foreign Consuls, “to induce the Viceroy 
of the two Kwangs to issue proclamation recommending the country 
dealers to send none but good conditioned silk to market,” was, 
at this meeting, made to read as follows, viz.. “That the foreign 
Consuls be requested to ask the Provincial Governor to issue a 
proclamation, urging the country dealers not to send wet silk to 
Canton unfit for packing.” 

This resolution, however, remained in abeyance, and so does the 
subject of robberies of silk packages, when in transit both to 
Europe and America. It is, nevertheless, to be hoped that both 
the important questions will receive the earliest attention of the 
committee, as to the trade they are matters of the greatest mo- 
ment. it 

In order to render the above resolution effective, it will be ne- 
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cessary for all foreign silk-dealers at this port to act in combi- 
nation. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
Saige 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates from this port are to the 17th June; the London mail 
(P. and 0.) of May 5 arrived out on the 7th June, and the fol- 
lowing French mail of May 12th on the 12th June. 

The following items are from the Strazts Times :—~ 


There have been three meetings of the Legislative Council, the 
first on the 5th June, and the other two on the 12th and 13th. 
Little public business was transacted. The Hon. Thos. Scott 
drew the attention of the Government to the increase of crimes 
of violence and gang robberies, and the Colonial Secretary replied 
that Government had taken certain measures to prevent these 
crimes, and that leave had been asked from the Secretary of State © 
to thoroughly reorganise the police. Among the measures taken 
by the Government is the appointment of a new acting commis- 
sioner of police in the person of Captain Speedy, @ military officer 
but newly appointed to Penang, and the relegation of Mr. Waller, 
who has held the post for the last two years, to the duties of his 
regular appointment as deputy-commissioner of police for Singn~ 


ore. 
‘ The last two meetings were mainly occupied with the hearing 
of counsel and witnesses on the Railway question. J. 8. Atchi- 
son, Hsq., one of the counsel for the long line, was heard against 
the Taatong Pagar line and in favour of the other scheme, and a 
number of witnesses were called ; after hearing their evidence, 
the matter was postponed until the 19th. The Contagious Dis- 
eases Bill, as amended, has passed its second reading, but it ig 
desirable that it should be brought into operation with as little 
delay as possible, for the purpose of improving the temporal con- 
dition of the unfortunate Chinese women who are brought to the 
colony and kept ina state of the most degrading slavery, and 
subjected to severe castigations and great privations upon the least 
show of insubordination or desire to assert their natural rights. 

The present voyage of the P. and O. steamer Australia inaugu- 
rates a new era in the P. and O. mail service between China and 
Europe, as she goes on direct through the Suez Canal to South- 
ampton, carrying her ap and passengers without transhipment, 
She will be followed by the Mongolia, and it is believed this sys- 
tem will be adhered to, keeping the large steamers on the China 
line. Another item of interest in connection with the present 
voyage of the Australia is that she carries a cargo of tea and silk, 
arrangements having been made in advance of her arrival to get 
the cargo to Hong Kong ready for her. The race between the tea 
steamers this year will bean exciting one,—the Hri King, Ulysses 
and — being hourly looked for. They were expected to 
leave Hankow on the 3rd June, and it was believed would have 
been about off Hong Kong when the Australia left. 

The only arrival from England via the Suez Oanal has been the 
Nestor, from Liverpool, on the 13th June, and the only departure 
has been the Kangaroo, for London, on the 9th. 


PENANG. 
The following items are from the Penang Argus :— 


We understand that his Honour the Lieut.-Governor has for- 
‘warded to the Chamber of Commerce the plans and estimates for 
‘the Penang Wharf, which were drawn up by the Colonial Engi- 
neer during the stay he made here lately. The Wharf Scheme 
Committee are of opinion that the site for the wharf should be 
near Fort Point, stretching towards the jetty, and that on receipt 
of further plans and estimates which have been applied for to the 
Colonial Engineer, through his Honour the Lieut. Governor, a 
general public meeting will be convened. . 

On dit that Mr. J. B. Peel, the Assistant Surveyor of Penang, 
is likely to be appointed in the place of Mr. Wienboldt, at Ma- 


i The Pluto, which arrived from Singapore with Mr. Evans, the 
newly-appointed deputy-commissioner, Province Wellesley, has 
brought up the appointment of Captain Speedy to the acting 
chief commissionership of the Straits Settlements, as well as that 
of Captain Dunlop to the deputy-commissionership of Penang. 

We record with regret the death of Mr. John Hogan, senior, at 
the age of seventy years. Mr. Hogan, the late collector of land 
revenue for Province Wellesley, was the oldest Government ser- 
vant in the settlement, having entered in 1817 the public service, 
which he resigned on the 1st of April last, after an official career 
of fifty-four years, for a pension to the amount of two-thirds his 
salary. Mr. Hogan was much respected by his rp ae foal he was 
perhaps the best informed servant in the history of Penang whom 
the Government had, and during the last Penang riots rendered 
valuable assistance to Government, 

The Prangin police-station has been handed over to the police 
authorities by the Public Works Department, the building being 
now completed. We are informed that the contractor has exe* 
cuted his work in a very unsatisfactory manner. 

We are pleased to hear that Mr. Donald Glasse has been par- 
doned and released from confinement.

Grey 
Shirtings: 7lbs., Tls.1.58 to 1.65 at fair sales ; 8}1bs. advanced to 
Tls.1.81 to 1.94 per piece, with good demand, freely met by importers ; 
closing quotations ; Tis.1.57 to 1,62 fur 7lbs., Tls.1.80 to 1.92 for 8}lbs., 
and Tis, 2.25 to 3.85 for 9¥lbs. T-Cloths: Active enquiry for 7lb:., and 
last prices obtainable for good Mexicans. Drills: Little enquiry, at very 
lowrates. Fancy Cottons remain extremely dull. Woollens and Worsteds: 
Small sales of Camlets reported at declining rates. Long Ellls: Un- 
saleable. Spanish Stripes not enquired for. 

SHANGHAI.—The market had exhibited little change during the fort- 
night. A steady demand had prevailed for some of the principal im- 
ports of cotton manufacture, and woollens had been more sought after 
at improving values, Grey Shirtings: Moderate daily business in 8} 
Ibs., and rates fairly maintained, at Tls, 1.78 to 1.90 per piece for the 
commonest to the best chops ; small enquiry for 7 Ibs. at Tls. 1.54 
to 1.61 per piece fur common to best. Heavy Shirtings enquired 
for at Tls. 2.25 to 2.40. White Shirtings: Demand chiefly for 64 
Reeds, but higher counts also asked for. No change in quotations. 
T-Cloths: 7 Ibs. of best quality in good request at an advance; com- 
moner makes also slightly improved in value, but transactions confined 
to Mexican descriptions.

TEA. 

HaNnKow.—Wé take the following from Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer 
and Co.’s report :—Our market was opened on the 20th May by settle- 
ment of one chop Oopack at Ts. 30 and two Oonfars at 314 and 313 
respectively. Settlements for the first day were 8,590 chests at Ts. 30 
to 324, all Oonfar tea with the exception of the above mentioned chop, 
and total settlements now amount to 46,269 chests, 43,901 half-chests, 
13,400 boxes. The Oonfars, we consider, are better both in make and 
cup than last season, and they are generally recogniscd as the best of 
the Hunkow teas. Thy have been eagerly competed for, the better 
parcels realising Tls. 32} to 33}, one very choice lot selling for Tls. 36}. 
All the finest chops have now been settled. The Oopacks are fully equal 
to last year’s growth. Ping-Kongs und flavoury Qonarns are equal in 
flavour but not so strong: Cheong-sou-kyes, judging from the few 
tmusters shown, we muke superior in Jeaf and quite equal in quality. 
The Ningchows maintain their supremacy, the finest being the best 
teas we have seen for some time past. They have been nearly all taken 
for the Russian market at high rates. Prices paid for the Oonfars are 
about equal to those current for the best chops lust season. Finest are 
relatively the cheapest, inferior qualities realising almost the same 
prices, and wo consider the latter much dearer than last year. Closing 
rates for this kind show an advance of Tls.1 to 14. Finest Oopacks 
can now be settled at Tls. 274 to 28}, a reduction of abvut Tis. 4 from 
the first prices paid. Ping Kongs and flavoury Oonams have realisrd 
Tis, 23} to 27, say Tls.3 to 5 higher than last year. A few favourite 
chops of Cheong-sou-kye have been sold at Tls 30 to 31}, the same 
figure at which they opened in the past reason. Freights £6. 

K1UKIANG.—The market had been opened about Ts, 4 higher than 
last year, the quality of the leaf being about the same. Owiny to the 
Tush of buyers at Hankow all the supply had been sent there, with the 
excuption of a few chops secured at tue high rates of Ts. 37 10 38.5.0, 
but wiich, however, is Tls. 3 to 4 below the Hankow rates. Quotations 
were: Ningchows, Tis, 37 to 38 5,0. Hohows, Ts. 28 to 30. 
eee had been no business at this port during the fort.

‘oocHow.—The New Teas had begun to arrive, and the total of the 
arrivals was as follows:—Congou, 43,215 chests, principally from the 





lower districts ; total arrivals last year to same date, 100,144 chests. 
Oolong : 10,000 half-chests, against 7,788 half-chests, and no rates of 
freight had been fixed. Messrs. Westall, Galton, and Co. offer the 
following remarks upon the quality of the Teas shown :—The quantity 
of the crop is, on the whole, an improvement on last year’s, although 
it cannot by any means be pronounced good. Much more care has 
evidently been bestowed on the packing of the low District Teas, and 
they are less dusty, and not mixed with old tea. The Paklin Congous 
are very poor, with the exception of one or two parcels, with which es- 
pecial care ha« been taken. The Hap Yongs and Yung Hows are strong 
flavoury teas rather rough in the leaf, but well suited to the home require- 
ments, The Suey Kutsare not as good as last year, and in many cases hav e 
a peculiar tarry, smoky flavour, Saryunvs ure strong and much cleaner, 
and preferable to the ill-prepared teas that came from this district last 
year. A few Tchok-si-Kais have been shown, not so good as last year ; 
while the up-country Teas from Sien Mien and Kaisow promise to be 
better: but another week will enable a more correct opinion to be 
formed. The knowledge of the high prices realised for the early ar- 
rivals of Oolong last season in London has stimulated the preparation 
and supply on this side. The crop will be very large, and the musters 
at present shown are a decided improvement on last year’s. 

Canton.—The market for New Scented Teas was opened on the 30th 
May by the purchase of 3,000 boxes Scented Caper much mixed with 
old leaf, at Tis. 24 per picul, which was generally considered, however, 
too high, and no immediate disposition was shown to follow on a similar 
basis until the Native Teamen being pressed to meet their momentary 
engagements gave way, and buying recommenced on the 2nd June. 
Settlements since the opening had reached about 45,000 boxes, chiefly 
Scented Capers. Prices had been somewhat irregular in comparison 
with those of last season, and Scented Capers had been bought at from 
equal value to Tis. 2 higher. In Scented Orange Pekoe, the settlements 
had been limited by the extrome rates generally demanded by holders 
for medium and fine qualities, and buyers were somewhat indifferent, 
having in view the depressed state of this kind in the home market, 
Canton Greens were too highly taxed, and no business worthy of note 
had transpired. The steamer Danube, engaged full, was expected to 
sail about the 15th June. sti, 


SHANGHAI.—The following is from Messrs. C.J. Skeggs and Co.'s 
Circular :—On the 1st June our market was opened by the purchase of 
a few bales of 44 to 5 Tsatlee at prices ranging from Ts. 400 to 435 
per picul, and further purchases were made at the same price, but later 
on in the day so eager were buyers to obtain a few bales for the first 
mail that an advance of Tis. 15 per picul was obtained on some of the 
common descriptivns ; this dealers were the mure surprised at, as they 
were fully prepared to accept Ts. 20 to 30 per picul less, had foreigners 
held off until to-day. The following are a few of the purchases :— 
Phenix and Blue Peacock chop, Tis. 400 to 445, equal to 21s, to 
23s. 3d. ; Qui Sute Fee Lie chop, Tis. 435, equal to 22s, Od. ; Old Black 
Lion Lie chop, Tl#. 430, equal to 22s. 6d.; Ku Kee Chin Hock, Tls. 
435, equal to 22s. 94.; Ting Fong Green Elephant, Tis. 430, equal to 
22s. 6d. ; Common and 5 Tsatlee, Tis. 400 to 415, equal to 2Is. to 
21s. 9d. The prices show a drop of about Tls. 100 per picul on last 
year’s opening rates. The yield for season is expected to be from 
45,000 to 50,000 bales. 

CaNTON.—Silk of the first crop had been coming in steadily from 
the country districts, and a very fair quantity was upon the market, 
but a greater portion of this being damp, it was hardly probable that 
the settlements for this mail would reach a high figure. The native 
holders had been rather firm in their ideas, but with unfavourable tele- 
graphic news to hand, including the opening of the Shanghai market 
at low rates, it was probable that prices would give way before long. A 
bulk of the settlements of the present fortnight were for shipment per 
steamer Danube. For Ameriva some large orders were in course of ex- 
ecution,

THE AMERICAN EXPEDITION TO KOREA. 

Wasuixcron, June 28.—The following was received at the Navy 
Department thie afternoon :—“ Korea, June 23.—To the Secretary of 
the Navy.—The Koreans not apologising for their treacherous attack, 
on the 10th we landed on Kang Noe, and took and destroyed the 
lower fort ard the munitions. On the 11th we took another fort, and 
then stormed and captured the stronghold. Five forts have been 
taken. The troops which defended them are reported as numbering 
eleven thousand. There was desperate hand-to-hand fighting in the 
citadel. The ordnance was destroyed. Four hundred and eighty- 
one pieces (principally small brass pieces), very many small arme, 
and fifty flags taken. We counted 243 dead Koreans around the cita- 
del. We had three killed. They were the gallant Lieutenant McKee, 
who was first inside the citadel, killed with bullet and spear ; marine 
Dennis Hanrahan and landsman Seth Allen. Our nine wounded are 
all out of danger and doing well.—Joux Roperns, Rear-Admiral, 
U.S.N.”

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THE CHINA SUBMARINE TELEGRAPH CABLE. 

On the afternoon of Friday, the 2nd of June, there arrived, in 
a heavy fall of rain and fog, a steamer off the quiet little Bay of 
Ti’howan, Hong Kong, and, after landing there the end of a cable, 
left soon after midnight as unnoticed as she had come. The next 
day, on reaching the neighbourhood of Nut Island, she picked up 
the end of the cable already laid, and on her completing the junc- 
tion of the cables Hong Kong was placed at last within speaking 
distance of London. The wire at the Cable-house, Ti’howan Bay, 
reaches to Singapore, thence to Penang and Madras ; a slighter line 
still stretches across the continent of India to Bombay, whence, 
under the sea, there lies a cable to Aden, up the Red Sea to Suez, 
across to Alexandria, along the whole length of the Mediterra- 
nean to Gibraltar, and crossing the Bay of Biscay, lands at last on 
our own Cornish coast at Falmouth. Another cable connects 
Hong Kong with Shanghai to the north. We have three cables 
from England to America, a line to the West Indian Islands from 
Florida, and shall soon have one to Australia, so that by the end 
of this year the whole civilised world will be placed in immediate 
communication. This great work has been, most of it, designed 
and carried out within the last three years ; and we owe the result 

rincipally to the perseverance and energy of those, well known 
by fame to most of our readers, who carried out the first Atlantic 
cables—that is to say. the first great ocean telegraph lines. 

‘Yo return to Hong Kong the cable expedition left Singapore on 
the 19th of April, four ships being in company ; two of these re- 
turned to Singapore after completing their work, and two con- 
tinued together to Hong Kong. The expedition met with most 
favourable weather on the whole, on one occasion only meeting 
with a gale, which appears to have been a rotating storm, not ap- 
proaching a typhoon, but strong enough to force them to cut the 
cable, and fasten the end toa buoy. The next day the end was 
recovered, and the cable completed without difficulty to Hong 
Kong. The whole series of cables from China to England has 
becn laid by the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Com- 
pany, and this last work has been carried out with the good suc- 
cess which has attended the other undertakings in question. Mr. 
London as engineer, and Mr. Laws, electrician, with an efficient 
staff, have conducted the expedition for the contracting company. 
We congratulate the China soeatene Company on the successful 
completion of their line, and look forward to great commercial 
qiaoiages from the present near connection of England and 

ina. 


THE PEALM MARINE INSURANCE COMPANY 
(LIMITED). 

The formal meeting of shareholders in this company, required by the 
articles of association to be held within four months of the registration 
of the company, was held on the 21st inst., at the offices of the com- 
pany, 16, Cornhill. 


The Cuatrman explained to the shareholders present that the meet- 
ing was merely formal, and called in accordance with the articles of 
association, but said he would take the opportunity of assuring the 
shareholders that the anticipation of the directors as to the progress 
and prospects of the company were being realised in a manner 
which must be thoroughly satisfactory, considering that the com- 
pany had only opened its doors two months ago. The quantit; 
and the character of the business brought to the office were pas § 
as to be most assuring as to the ultimate success of the company. 
The amount of risks taken was regulated with a careful regard to the 
interests and responsibilities of the shareholders. The premises occu- 
pied by the company were most eligibly situated for business, and had 
been secured at an expenditure considerably below their estimated 
value. Under the 101st clause of the articles of aseociation the com- 
pany had power to authorise the distribution of a portion of the com- 
pany’s profits amongst contributors of business, and with a view to se- 
curing a portion of the large and remunerative business obtained hy 
the local insurance offices in the East the directors would probably 
recommend the shareholders at a meeting to be called to consider the 
question to authorise a scheme of distribution of a certain portion of 
the profits amongst contributors in a manner assimilated to the con- 
atitution of the offices in China and India, which he explained to the 
meeting. It was comparatively a new idea in this country, and he 
mentioned it now so that it might be considered and ventilated before 
the special meeting. The funds-of the company were invested partly 
in Consols and partly upon deposit in banks connected with India, 
China, and the East upon advantageous terms. He stated that the 
directors hoped they should be able to give the shareholders interest 
at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum on the paid up capital, aa an in- 
terim dividend at the first ordinary meeting. 

In answer to questions ne by shareholders, the Chairman stated 
the number of the shareholders and shares, and the amount of busi- 
ness doing, and that the directors did not contemplate calling upon 
the shareholders at present to pay the third instalment of £2 per 
share, thus leaving the amount paid up at £3 per share until further 
notice. He also stated that no settlement had been yet applied for 
on the Stock Exchange, as it appeared to the directors that the great 
majority of shareholders had taken their shares with a view to invest- 
ment, but if they found any number of shareholders were desirous of 
obtaining a settlement they would take steps to comply with their 
wishes. He also stated that, though the compulsory qualification of a 
director was only fifty shares, upwards of a fifth of the shares now sub- 
scribed were held by the directors and officials of the company. 

Mr. Wx. Paterson (W. W. Ker and Co., London, and Paterson and 
Simons, Singapore) said they all must feel that the statement made 
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to the shareholders was most ‘satisfactory, considering the very short 
time which the company had been in work, and he had much 
pleasure in moving a vote of thanks to the chairman and directors 
for their services up to this point. 


Mr. Stansonouas said that ashe had asked some questions which 
had been most satisfactorily answered, he had much pleasure in second- 
ing the resolution, which was carried unanimously. 


BRITISH INDIAN EXTENSION TELEGRAPH. 

The second half-yearly meeting of this company was held on the 
2let inst. at the City Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street; Mr. W.N, 
Massey in the chair. The report was published in our last iasue. 

The Caatrman, in moving the adoption of the report, said that the 
whole of the share capital of £460,000 had been fully paid up, and to 
meet the extra expenses consequent on the change of the terminns of 
the line from Point de Galle to Madras and the part purchase of the 
cable ship £24,000 had been raised by debentures. From Madras the 
cable had been Jaid to Singapore, touching at Penang, and since the 
opening of the China line on the 8th June last the traffic had largely 
increased. For the first few months of the opening of the line the 
messages had averaged 60 par day, but at the present time the average 
number was 92 per day. He believed there was no doubt about the 
company paying a steady 10 or 12 per cent. dividend. 


Colonel Grover seconded the motion, which was adopted. 


Messrs. Detoirre and Strona, the retiring auditors, having been re- 
elected, the proceedings concluded with thanks to the chairman. 





THE CHINESE CIRCULARS TO FOREIGN POWERS. 
(To the Editor of the Lundon and China Telegraph.) 


Srm,—The memorandum or circular from the Chinese Foreign" 
office to the Swedish “ Royal Commissioner,” printed in your issue 
of the 17th, bearsa remarkable similarity in its general features 
to the well-known one addressed to the French Minister, but is 
even more plausible and dangerous, as it is more brief, vague, and 
indefinite. Yet through its vague phraseolozy all the main features 
of the French document appear ; the sameplausible misstatements 
and sweeping general assertions, the same statement that the Ro- 
man Catholics and the Protestants are confounded by the people, 
coupled with heavy charges against the Roman Catholics, while 
the language is so vague and the connection so uncertain that it 
is calculated to produce an unfavourable impression against Pro- 
testants as well; though if we were to complain of it, we should 
sae be told that the grammatical interpretation applies to 

man QOatholics alone. Then there is the samo appeel to mob 
law—mobs which the mandarins say they cannot control, but 
which have been clearly proved over and over to have been in- 
cited by the mandarins themselves and their satellites. If such 
an appeal to mob law be admitted, the mobs will soon be directed 
against merchants and travellers of all classes in China. There 
appear also in germ several of the French “regulations,” espe- 
cially that which would place all missionaries under the arbitrary 
rule of the mandarins, from which all foreigners are exempt, even 
those in the employment of the Chinese Government itself. But 
this document cannot be understood without using as a commen- 
tary the French circular, with the explanations that have been 
given of it; for it is quite impossible to have different codes of 
regulations for different nationalities or missions in China. 


There are, however, some sentences where the language is 
stronger and more pointed than in the French circular. It is 
said, for instance, that in the Tientsin affair “ the local authori- 
ties have been tried and punished, . . . . . . and every- 
thing possible done in dealing with the case, thus closing it ;” 
statements flatly contradicted by Mr. Wade’s published despatches. 
And in one of the concluding paragraphs it is even implied that 
too much punishment has been inflicted in the matter, so that 
the pride of the converts “will rise like smoke, and they will 
boast of their influence ;’’ while the fact is that the so-called 
settlement isa mere mockery of justice, which has left a deep 
feeling of insecurity among the foreign residents and the mis- 
sions in China, and that the present external quiet is largely due 
to the widespread impression, shared hy Mr. Wade, and which he 
does not hesitate to publi in his late despatch, that “ the penalty 
may yet be to be inflicted by the Power (France) most outraged.” 


As the Chinese Foreign-office admits in this document that 
‘* from the first introduction of the Roman Catholic religion into 
China . . . . the converts have for the most part been 
known as very peaceable,” a state of matters that changed, it is 
added, only “ since the Treaties were signed,” it is rather sin- 
gular that for a hundred years before the signing of the Treaties 
the Chinese Government a up an unceasing and sanguinary 
persecution against them.—I remain, yours, &c.,

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
RorrerpaM, July 19. 

We are now in the midst of the saison morte, and there is not one 
topic of political interest afloat except that the Royal decree of May 14 
was published by the official Staats Courant of July 16, by which Mr. 
A. Loudon is appointed Governor-General of Java, in place of Mr. P. 
Myer, who will repatriate. It is so long since I stated that this geutle- 
man was appointed to the post that I read already in the Java papers 
that the fact has made a guod impression in our East India colonies. 
Mr. Loudon will probably sail in October next. Rumours are making 
the round of the Conservative papera that Jhr. Van Sypestein is to be 
appointed Governor-General of Surinam, but I do not think this is pro- 
bable. 

Your London contemporaries have stated most incorrectly that, now 
the Second Chamber of the States General have ratified the treaty with 
England respecting the transfer of our settlenents on the West Const of. 
Africa, this transfer will take place in a very short time. Nothing can 
be farther from the fact. The treaty muat first be confirmed by the First 
Chamber, and in political circles rumours circulate that the English 
Government declincs to haue the three treatics—those of the transfer, 
of Siak, and of the immigration into Surinam—disconnected, and that 
our Ministry, now that the treaty of Siak has miscarried, have asked 
permission of the King to open negotiutions with the Court of st. James’s 
for another treaty. I have reason to believe that this report is correct. 

The Belgian paper Le Peuple Belge has published an article which has 
made some sensation. This article says:—‘‘ We are informed that an 
influential association will be formed, having for its object the fusion of 
Belgium and Hollaad under the name of the Federal Republic of the 
Netherlands. It appears that this idea mects with numerous adherents 
iu the two countries. The union of Holland and Belgium under a 
truly Republican Government would be indeed an immense advantage 
for their common prosperity. Belgium would bring to the association 
her flourishing industry, Holland her rich commerce and her colonies. 
United, they would soon form a powerful Republic, which other nations 
would be compelled to respect.” I need not add that the Peuple Belge 
perhaps states as fact what it wishes may take place. The whole report 
is pure fantusy ; of course there are Flemings who fervently wish that 
Holland and Belgium should be united, but amongst the Dutch thero 
are none. Our relations are most friendly, so friendly that the band of 
our civil guard is about to visit Antwerp, to assist in celebrating the 
fortieth anniversary of the accession to the throne of Leopold I., but 
notwithstanding we are very content with the actual political state of 
both countries. 

The Trading Company have chartered only two vessels—the Java and 
the Bato—to convey produce from Java to Amaterdam. This fact 
proves once more that our shipping trade is languishing. (ur harbours 
are filled with East Indiamen—no less than forty-three having been of- 
fered for this pablic tender—while nearly all the produce exported on 
private account from Java is shipped in foreign vessels. It seems that 
our shipowners cannot compete with foreigners. Instead of something 
being done to revive the old Dutch enterprising spirit, the shipowners 
prefer to sell their vessels for trifling amounts, as in a short time they 
will have still less chance of conveying Government produce and pas- 
sengers, as the steamers of the Nederiand Company will ply regularly 
between Holland and Java. The Prins van Oranje of this Company 
will start on the 25th inst. with a full cargo and a large number of pas- 
sengers. 

Another fact which has made rather a bad impression in our trading 
circles,is the enterprising spirit of the Russian traders, who have organised 
steam lines via the Suez Canal to India, Japan and China in order to 
provide Russia with the produce of the Far East vza Odessa, instead of 
through England and Holland. Of course, this is one more sign that 
we must be on the gui vive, if we do not wish to lose all. And 
indeed it would be better if our Government was more inclined 
to expend the public money in subsidising steam lines, inatcad of 
building monitors and fortresses. A subsidy is necessary fur a steam 
line between Holland and America, money is asked for one between Java, 
Australia, &c., but up to this moment there is a vor clamane in deserto, 
notwithstanding it being clearly proved that they are vital questions, 
Will it go better now? Java papers state that renewed endeavours are 
being made to establish stearn communication between Java and Aus- 
tralia, and a Bill has been laid before Parliament to grant a subsidy for 
steainers between Flushing and New York. But opposition comes from 
all sides, especially against the last plan. So, for instance, the principal 
Amsterdam traders have addresxed a petition to the Second Chamber 
not to grant the subsidy if only Flushing Harbour was to be used fur 
the Hne. Such a petty opposition is the less justifiable in times when 
we hear that the Spanish Government has offered a subsidy of £100,000 
for a line of steamers between Barcelona and Manila, via the Suez 
Canal. 

Although operations at the Bourse have not presented any symptom 
of activity—the principal dealers are enjoying their holidays in the 
crowded German watering-places—a firm tone fs nevertheless the pre- 
vailing characteristic of the leading kinds of public securities. A 
favourable impression has been produced by the continued favourable 
weather end the consequent improvement of the crops. 

The public health is very good. In some places the small-pox still 
prevails ; but the fatal cases are comparatively small. 

The Kosmopoliet II. bas been chartered to convey 120 soldiers to re- 
inforce the East India Armv. 

Pca Josun Van Eyke., has been re-elected commissary of the Trading 
mpany.

THE REVISION OF THE CHINESE TREATY. 

Wuewn we closed the Correspondence on the Treaty of Tient- 
sin, the resumé of which has occupied so large a space in our 
last and present issues, we were forcibly impressed by these con- 
siderations—first, that the correspondence was drawn out to 
an unaccountable and unreasonable length ; secondly, that it 
was protracted over an unreasonably long time, in itself a sign 
of weakness ; thirdly, that it led to nothing, more by reason 
of disunion in the foreign camp than because of any confirmed 
basis of resistance on the part of the Chinese ; and, lastly, 
that its utter failure (for postponement means nothing but 
failure in the vocabularly of Eastern nations) had been 
taken advantage of by the mandarins, who relied on our 
weakness more than on their own strength, to get up the re- 
vulsionary agitation, which culminated in the massacre of 
Tientsin, and then encouraged the red-handed Literati 
to take the initiative in a new movement, and to dic- 
tate far harder terms now than they had acceded to 
three years ago. What will be the issue of the present 
dead-lock in China it would be idle for any one to attempt 
to predict. It would be even more frivolous to endeavour 
to trace the cause of our present predicament to a political 
source ; for it cannot be denied that, with the solitary excep- 
tion of the present Earl of Dersy, not one of our recent 
Foreign Secretaries has regarded the Far East—to say no- 
thing of our Eastern Empire—as so important as the vast 
and complicated interests involved in its maintenance and 
prosperity have conduced to make it. Notwithstanding the 
gravity of the present situation in China, which has now re- 
mained in statu quo for three months of unaccounted time, 
it is probable that, at this moment, the suggested transfer of 
Heligoland, or the proposed new Royal residence in Ireland, 
occupy more of the atttention of the Government than 
all the interests of Great Britain in Agia put toge- 
ther. Now, then, is a time for those whose families, pro- 
perty, and prospects, are at stake to be “up and doing.” 
It is hardly necessary for us to beg our readers to peruse the 
imperfect resumé of the Correspondence which will be found 
io another column. We describe it as “imperfect,” simply 
because the extraordinary bulk of the Blue-book before us 
has prevented us from touching (for the present at least) 
on many circumstances of collateral, though subservient, 
importance to those which we have selected. But the 
result of the reading of the epitome which we have 
given, combined with the experiences of our readers 
(whom it would be impertinent on our part to remind 
of the causes of the nullification of the Convention) must, 
we think, conclusively prove two things—First, that the 
reason why we did not get all that we could fairly de- 
mand io our views of the revision of the Treaty was that 
there was disunion and indecision in our camp. Our minis- 
ters, our merchants, and our missionaries, were all at issue 
regarding the terms of the revision ; and, there having been 
no general meeting of all three interests, as there should 
have been, the project which satisfied the first was 
thrown out by the protests of the other two. This is 
the pith of our view of the subject. If, instead of a 
Convention being arranged between the English and 
Chinese ministers, on ex parte representations by their 
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several clients, a preliminary Convention had been held of 
delegates from all foreign nations and interests concerned in 
China, Sir RurHERForD ALcock would have been able to 
have secured all that he could have boen persuaded to de- 
mand. As a nation, we have only ourselves to blame for 
the stoppage of the new Treaty. We were dissatisfied with 
the terms agreed to by our Minister, simply because that 
Minister had agreed to them alone, and without personal 
conference with the other parties to the transaction. Thus 
the question, from being national, commercial, or religious, 
became simply political; and, a change iu the Ministry oc- 
curring in its very orgasm, the contemplated revised Treaty, 
which had received the approval of Lord STaNLey, was 
negatived by Lord GranvitLe. As for the suggestion that 
the ratification of the new Treaty (whatever that might be) 
should be deferred until the majority of the Emperor, it 
was apropos des bottes—it meant nothing. Not only was 
the Emperor at that time very far from being seated firmly 
on his throne, but he absolutely owed much of his chance 
of being so placed to the influence and aid of the Power 
which was then seeking to renew and revise its treaty with 
him. It was an opportunity not to be lost, because such a 
combination of advantages could scarcely be expected to 
occur again in the present generation. It was thrown away, 
however, and merely, as we believe, through disunion among 
our representatives in China, and want of faith in the repre- 
sentations of any single party of them by the Home Go- 
vernment. The postponement of the revision of the ‘Treaty 
was an error which was due entirely to the want of accord 
between our diplomatists, our merchants, and our mission- 
aries. This disunion was hailed as a sign of weakness by 
the Chinese ; and it produced the inevitable result of dis- 
union on the Oriental mind. “Divide and conquer” be- 
came the maxim of the mandarins, as soon as the post- 
ponement (which they regarded as a triumph) was 
achieved. They immediately set to work to attack the 
weakest of the three—the weakest, not only by reason 
of their unprotectedness, but also because of their in- 
fluence being the most open to misrepresentation. Our 
ministers. represented our Power; they consequently could 
not be disregarded nor impugned. Our merchants represented 
their commerce—were, in a manner, the very life-blood of 
their national prosperity ;—consequently they could not be 
openly attacked, though it might be convenient to limit their 
privileges as far as possible in order to make the greatest 
amount of profit out of the extortion to be derived from the 
goods imported by their enterprise. But the missionaries? 
There was the vulnerable point; and so religion was made 
the stalking-horse of the new agitation, exactly, as, when the 
Treaty itself was concluded, commerce had been before. The 
reason is plain. Foreign commerce had outlived the ob- 
loquy they had formerly cast upon it. Its vast imports of 
goods, and the native demand for them, spoke trumpet- 
tongued of the good-will of the people to the foreigner 
who brought them woollens and cottons and cutlery in 
exchange for their silk and tea. There remained but 
one way through which our procrastination and indi- 
cision, in the terms of the new Treaty, could be turned 
to account against ourselves. This was to get up an 
agitation against our missionaries. No sooner said than 
done. The most wild and wicked charges were invented 
and secretly circulated against a religion which (in different 
forms, but the same in substance) had been, not only per- 
mitted but welcomed in China for a thousand years, and 
which now numbers not less than half a million of Chinese 
believers in its ranks. In the very nick of time, while this 
fire of the Literati was smouldering, the European war dis- 
abled France, the parent and protector (by Treaty) of the 
only form of Christianity whose priests were allowed to 
possess property and travel where they liked. The moment 
of the collapse of France was seized by the Chinese, not to 
atone for the injuries that had been inflicted on the French 
Catholics, but to make capital out of their own outrages. 
Primed and loaded by the arch assassin of Tientsio, the Im- 
perial Government ventured on a declaration (the “ Missing 
Despatch”) which would atterly nullify the suspended 
Treaty by depriving one class of foreigners of the privileges 
which were meant to include all, The French Go- 
vernment were reported powerless; the British Govern- 
ment made no sign; and the next step was to de- 
clare that all the Treaties with Foreign Powers would be 
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abrogated forthwith. This we have but too much reason 
to believe has been done; and this, if it is, or is to be 
done, we must repeat, is the consequence of our own 
disunion and indecision. Affairs are hurrying to a 
crisis. Our only remedy for the ill-effects of former 
disputes and vacillation lies in present union and deter- 
mination. It will cost us ten times as much to regain 
what we seem likely to be deprived of, as it would to retain, 
and even improve, the advantages we are entitled to. Ifa 
Conference were held between duly.constituted representa- 
tives of the Foreign Office, the mercantile interest, and the 
Missionary Societies, with the view of arriving at an ultima: 
tum to be proposed to the Chinese, on pain of war, at the 
time to which the revision of the Treaty is post poned—next 
year or the year after—no doubt such a beneficial result 
would be easily gained. Meanwhile, appearances are so me- 
nacing, in spite of Mr. Waps’s silence, that it is not a day 
too soon to commence some such orgauisation now. 








Ir is necessary to call the attention of all passengers to 
India and the Far East who may have occasion to pass 
through France and Belgium to Brindisi that a passport, duly 
visé by the French and Belgian Consuls, is absolutely indis- 
pensable. Without such a document and the visas such 
passengers will have to return to London, and thus lose their 
passage. 


THE rumour to which we alluded in our last issue, of a 
typhoon at Shanghai and Hiogo, has only been partially con- 
firmed. No such disaster has occurred at the first-named 
port, but telegrams from Hiogo report that seven steamers 
have been destroyed and other mischief done. 











THE MACAO COOLIE TRAFFIC. 

The “Correspondence respecting the Emigration of Chinese 
Qoolies from Macao,” just presented to Parliament, opens with a 
hag sg from Mr. Jexntnanam, Her Majesty's Chargé d’Affaires 
in Peru, to Lord Cuarenpon, stating that a practice existed of 
branding with a hot iron certain ‘‘contract Chinamen,” as if they 
were slaves, at Lima. Mr. JexnrincHam proceeds :— 

“When Peru was a colony of Spain, of course African slaves 
were imported hither as into most Spanish colonies, and in con- 
siderable numbers. In general they were, I believe, well treated. 
Since the manumission of blacks, during General Castilla’s Pre- 
sidency, in 1865, thoughts were naturally turned towards where 
to obtain supplies of agricultural labourers, and, after the prac- 
tice of other nations, Chinese coolies were brought into Peru, 
where at present, between those working out their contracts and 
those who are perfectly free, there raust be several thousand—say 
10,000. 

The difference between the black and the Chinaman is enor- 
mous. Mr. Jerningham says :—The blacks came to this country 
& raw material ; soon picked up the language, and easily became 
initiated in the religion, customs, and ideas of their masters; 
but the coolie, on the contrary, has remained in general pre-emi- 
nently Chinese in almost every respect, except that of learning 
easily to speak the language, and making himself handy in general 
pursuits ; the blacks soon became nationalised, but asa race of 
slaves ; the Chinese never lose their national predilections ; and 
although members of an inferior class in their own country, and 
possessing more intelligence than the blacks or the native Indians, 
are therefore more keenly sensitive regarding their position, 
as many cases of suicide and desperation manifestly evince. 
The coolie trade, under its best aspect, can hardly be looked upon 
as much other than a kind of white Slave ‘Trade, legalised by cer- 
tain laws and regulations which there is too much reason to fear 
are not always conscientiously complied with, especially, it may 
dec be conjectured in the operations of obtaining the emigrants. 

here may be very good people engaged in it, aiid there may be 
others who are sufficiently hardened to consider it nothing more 
& commercial speculation, such as importing dry goods or 
cattle ; their chief object being to get the cargo into port in an 
undamaged state. Of late years, according to reports which are 
in the papers, the coolie voyages to Callao being in general suc- 
cessful, have not called for much remark or observation. These 
emigrants chiefly come hither in Italian or native vessels. 

On the receipt of the communication which Mr, Jerningham 
and the Portuguese Consul-General felt bound to make to him, 
the Governor of Macao issued the following proclamation :— 

1. Until farther notice the permission granted by this Govern- 
oem open establishments of emigration for Callao is sus- 
pended. 

2. In the same manner there shall not be matriculated any 
Asiatic emigrant or colonist destined for the above port at the 
Superintendent's office of Chinese emigration ; nor shall there be 
as! contracts signed in the Chinese “ procuracion ” office. 

his was dated February 27, 1869. In the following May Mr. 
Murdoch wrote from the Emigration Board, in reference to Mr, 
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Jerningham’s despatch, that that gentleman's conclusion 

with all they had heard from other quarters, but that it ‘required 
no action on the part of Earl Granville.” From this time till 
the end of 1870 the matter seems to have elumbered. It should, 
however, be mentioned that the Portuguese Minister denied that 
the special case of branding brought under his notice was founded 
on fact. 

In November, 1870, Mr. Consul Robertson reported to Mr. 
Wade another of those coolie tragedies which had then become so 
frequent, in the capture of the French ship Nouvelle Penelope, 
with the murder of the master and several of the crew, and the 

illage and stranding of the vessel, by Chinese coolies shipped at 
Macao for the west coast of America. 

The Nouvelle Penelope, Levigoureux master, left Macao on the 
Ist of October, bound to Callao, with 300 coolies on board. All 
went on well for a day or two ; when, suddenly, arush on deck was 
made by a body of Chinese, armed with belaying pins, billets of 
wood, &c. ; the master was knocked down, and his throat cut, the 
crew overpowered, several of them taking to the rigging, and the 
ship was in possession of the assailants. Those of the Kuropeans 
who were aloft, and the mate, and two or three who were forward 
—eight in all, seven having teen killed—were assured they would 
not be hurt, but must navigate the ship to the land. This they did, 
and made the Bay of Tienpak, some 180 miles on the coast below 
Macao. M. Dabry, the French Consul at Canton, demanded the 
rendition of eighty-three of the coolies as having committed pi- 
racy and murder upon French territory, but the Portuguese au- 
thories at first demurred to this. Subsequently, however, they 
consented to send them on board a French ship in the harbour. 
M. Dabry then sent the interpreter and the chief in custody on 
board the gunboat to Canton, with a request to the Viceroy to 
arrest some ten more who were known to be at (anton, and could 
be identified by these two prisoners, and required him to send an 
officer to Macao to examine the men he had in custody ; but the 
Viceroy positively refused, saying he would have nothing to say to 
Macao coolie affairs, and M. Dabry might do what he liked with his 

risoners. Mr. Robertson advised the Viceroy to arrest these men ; 
Bue he adds, “ It is evident, however well the Macao Government 
regulations may look upon paper, that coolie emigration is simply 
a slave trade, and a disgrace to any Christian Government that 

ermits its perpetration within its jurisdiction. It is well known 
how these barracoons at Macao are supplied, and instances are 
not unfrequent at Canton of the disappearance of people, and that a 
regular traffic is carried on in human oe for the supply of these 
establishments. There canbe no doubt the Macao Government is 
honest in its intentions to protect the coolies and put down kidnap- 
ping, but there is something more than that required to stop the 
evil, and, indeed, it may safely be said that nothing short of closing 
the barracoons and forbidding the shipment of coolies will do so. 
As regards the surrender to the French Consul by the Macao Go- 
vernment of these eighty-three coolies who were arrested, it is 
difficult to see on what grounds this was done. The men were ar- 
rested within Portuguese jurisdiction, and ought therefore to have 
been tried in Portuguese Courts of Justice. Perhaps, however, 
the revelations which must have resulted would have been so 
damaging, that it was thought better to get rid of them.” Most 
of the coolie ships from Macao assume the San Salvador flag, 
whether rightly or wrongly, there is no means of ascertaining, 
and it is not likely the Macao authorities make strict or any in- 
quiries in the matter. 

We now enter on a new phase of this traffic. The Honolulu 
Commercial Advertiser noticed the fact that a San Salvador ship, 
the Dolores Ugarte Henry VIJ., which touched a short time be- 
fore, lost 270 of her chattels between that port and Callao. The 
captain of the Ugarte, desiring to deliver his cargo in better con- 
dition, had applied for leave to land them in squads of fifty for 
an airing. The ship had all the appurtenances of an old time 
slaver—barricades, sentinels, &c. he Advertiser objects to 
making the Hawaiian Islands the half-way house of the slave 
trade. But the Hawaiian Government has encouraged this very 
business, only in a milder form. It has introduced coolie labour 
in the islands, and, while these coolies may have been treated hu- 
manely, the precedent was a bad one. ‘I'hese men are brought 
here bound by a certain contract made abroad, and which is 
enforced on the Islands. The slave trade is rife in the Pacific. 
All the atrocities of the African slave trade and the horrors of the 
middle passage may be found in these coolie ships. The sufferings 
of the miserable crowd shipped on the Dolores Ugarte must be 
too fresh in the memory of our readers to need recapitulation. 
This Dolores Uyarte must not, however, be confounded with the 
one on which the latest coolie tragedy was perpetrated, and 500 
menleft to be suffocated or burned alive under hatches. The Dolores 
Ugarte ander notice wasinfested with contagious disease, and, toadd 
to the misery of the coolies, the ship’s stores fell short,and they were 
put upon an allowance of 1lb. of boiled rice and less than a pint 
of water per diem. This very insufficient quantity of water, coupled 
with the crowded state of the hold, produced among them intense 
thirst, and they eagerly thrust their dollars through the gratings 
of the hatches in exchange for the cups of water which were given 
by the crew only in return for these equivalents. As may easily be 
imagined, disease soon made its appearance among them, and 
twenty-five died before the vessel reached Honolulu. The condi- 
tion of the ship on arriving at that port is spoken of as inde- 
scribable. The mate himself confessed that the stench from 
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the main hatch was so overpowering that it was impos- 
sible to hold one’s head over it “one minute with vomit- 
ing.” Forty-three of those too ill to proceed were landed 
at Honolulu, where, by the exertions of a kindly resident, 
they were permanently detained. Their plight was most 
pitiable. Twelve were in the last stages of decay—some with 
ship-fever, and others with diarrhoea ; two were rendered blind for 
life by ulcers which had formed in the corners of their eyes, and 
all were in a dreadfully emaciated condition. If this account be 
not exaggerated—and we have no reason, judging from somewhat 
similar cases which have from time to time been made public, to 
believe that it is—it reflects infinite discredit on the Portuguese 
Colonial Government at Macao. But further, it is of great im- 
portance to the other European States which have treaties with 
China that the iniquities of this traffic should be put an end to. 
What account will the wretched survivors of the ship-load send 
back to China of their treatment by the foreigners ? With regard 
to this ship the Portuguese Minister informed our Government 
that “ nothing whatever was known in the Department of Marine 
and Colonies in Lisbon.” With regard to the capture of the A’ou- 
velle Penelope, the Portuguese Minister at Macao wrote that the 
fact of the eighty-three criminals presenting themselves afresh 
for the purpose of emigrating, fully proved that the crime was 
not committed because they found themselves cheated or forced, 
but simply and solely through perversity; but proceedings 
should be instituted against those accused, in order that they 
might be delivered afterwards to the Viceroy of Canton, or to the 
French Consul, as the crime was committed on board a vessel of 
that nation on the high seas. The Governor of Macao, however, 
stated that the Sixth Article of the Treaty did not allow this, be- 
cause it requires the previous assent of the Viceroy of Canton. 
Subsequently, however, all the Chinese ex-passengers in the above- 
mentioned ship were delivered to the Viceroy of Canton with the 
assent of the French Consul. 

Mr. Ropertson concludes thus :— 

“If the Portuguese Government could be induced to adopt 
similar rules for regulating emigration as those in force for British 
emigration, and which have, I see from your enclosure, been com- 
municated to it by Her Majesty’s Minister at Lisbon, much would 
be done to correct many of the existing evils, provided they were 
faithfully carried out. I trust, however, that the representations 
made to that Government of the cruelties these unhappy coolies 
were subjected to on board the Dolores Ugarte will move it to 
take some steps for the prevention of such atrocities for the fu- 
ture. I must say, however, that the French and Italian Govern- 
ments are highly to blame for allowing their flag to cover such 
proceedings, or sanctioning the masters and owners of such ves- 
sels adopting the San Salvador flag for the voyage only, as there 
is reason to believe is too often the case. 

“But these countries are not alone to blame. The paper called 
the Java Handelsblad gives an account of the treatment and dis- 
posal of certain Chinese coolies who were landed at Java from 
shipwrecked or burnt vessels from Macao, and, if true, the same 
disregard for human sufferings appears to prevail in the Dutch 
colony of Batavia as it does in the Portuguese one of Macao.” 














THE BLUE-BOOK ON THE REVISION OF THE 
CHINA TREATIES. 
MR. WADE'S MEMORANDUM. 

The correspondence which we summarised in our last is- 
ste closes with an appendix, which consists of a lengthy and 
exhaustive memorandum by Mr. Wang, of which our limits 
will only enable us to notice the salient points. Mr. Wang says 
the views of the mercantile communities, which were asked to 
make suggestions as to the terms of the revision of the Treaty of 
Tientsin, seemed to be in pretty general accord, save where the 
interests of Amoy clashed with those of Hong Kong. The 
changes proposed in the tariff and commercial articles are com- 
paratively few. The bulk of the observations take the form 
either of complaints of the non-fulfilment of the Treaty provi- 
sions by the Chinese in defiance of the remonstrances of British 
authority ; complaints, consequently, of the insufficiency of the 
powers vested in the British authority ; complaints of the mis- 
construction of certain parts of the ‘l'reaty by the British autho- 
rity to the prejudice of British interests ; and suggestions regard- 
ing the introduction of many and vast improvements, ioral saa 
material, the adoption of which, beyond all doubt, would be as 
beneficial to China herself as to any foreigner concerned in her 
trade, but of which the majority could scarcely be brought within 
the limits of any imaginable treaty. They are consequently the last 
of the matters under consideration to be noticed. Mr. Waps pro- 
ceeds :—“ The Treaty of Nanking concluded in 1842, which is re- 
newed and confirmed by Article I., is not referred to by any of 
the memorialists. I think it is desirable that some of the terms 
under which it is provided by Article XI. of that Treaty that 
British authorities shall correspond with the Chinese should be 
changed. The form rendered ‘statement,’ which is that which 
subordinate British officers are to use to Chinese officers bein 
their superiors in rank, is unobjectionable ; but the term tendered 
‘declaration,’ by which the Chinese officer, superior in rank, is 
to address the subordinate British officer, ghoul more properly be 
tran ‘orders’ or ‘ instructions ;’ and uped:ni he Chinese 
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use it to their own subordinates it is of a more peremptory cha- 
racter than befits the relation of the British official to any Chi- 
nese functionary, however exalted his position. That the term 
was left unnoticed by Lord Elgin is the fault of no one but my- 
self. I entirely overlooked the matter until it was too late. I 
should now suggest that, where 2 Chinese commences an official 
correspondence with a British subordinate, he should employ the 
words, ‘ch’en ming,’ in lieu‘ of the ‘ch'a hsing’ now used ; and 
that' when he is replying he should use ‘ch’en fu.’ But the 
Chinese Ministera with whom the British Legation is in corre- 
spondence at Peking may yery possibly propose some other com- 
binations as little objectionable as these, and more in accordance 
with the requirements of Chinese composition ; and the decision 
can be left to whatever interpreter may be charged with the pre- 
paration of the revised Chinese text.” 

Articles II. to VI. inclusive of the Treaty of Tientsin define 
the position and privileges of the British Minister in China. It 
is implied by Article III. that the Minister shall have access to 
the Emperor. No audience has, as yet, been conceded to the 
British Minister. The communities are generally agreed that 
their interests will be advantaged by frequent, some even urge & 
periodical, repetition of the Ministerial visit of this year to the 
ports. I do not go this length. An occasional visit of the Mi- 
nister to this port or that may, no doubt, be useful in more ways 
than one. In my opinion the Minister’s visit to the ports should 
be a rare occurrence, and his communications with local authori- 
ties, no matter how high their grade, confined to an interchange 
of courtesies, or, at the most, to conversation on general policy. 
I believe that this would at the same time be found the course 
best calculated to give weight to the position of the Consul 
himself. 

Under Article VIII. it is engaged that teachers or professors of 
Christianity are to be protected. To the pursuit of their avocations 
at or near the ports, or their journeying into the interior with a 
passport, there has not been, so far as I am aware, any opposition 
to Protestant missions ; but residence is a very different question. 
I believe their cause will, for a time, be better without it, and I 
am entirely opposed to any privilege being conceded distinctively 
to the missionary body. Lord Elgin had serious doubts about the 
expediency of inserting an Article upon the subject of the Chris- 
tian religion at all in the Treaty ; his belief, if I am not mistaken, 
being that while the enforcement of Treaty stipulations affecting 
the propagation of Christianity was offensive to our own feelings, 
and outraging to the feelings of any nation which might be com- 
pelled to accept such conditions, the cause of Christianity itself 
could be advanced by nothing so little as political support. 

It is in reality, to the fear of force alone, that we are indebted 
for the safety we enjoy at certain points accessible to our force. 
When our recollection of this condition is awakened by strong 
startling evidence of hostile feeling, there is a loud clamour for 
measures of coercion, the end of which no man can see, and al- 
most before action is taken, certainly before it can have borne 
fruit, it is as loudly asserted that with alittle more patience there 
need have been no resort to coercion at all. I am not reflecting 
upon Romish missions in a sectarian sj:irit. I am simply stating 
hat I know to bea grievous burden laid upon the French Govern- 
ment by its acceptance of the responsibility of upholding them in 
what I conceive a false position for any teachers of religion. And 
I would speak of Protestant missionaries with all the respect they 
deserve. I sincerely believe that they do their best; and that 
amongst the lower orders, the cnly class to which they have a 
chance of preaching, their efforts are attended with a certain 
success ; they do not, as a rule, Jay claim to a large number of 
proselytes. But to accomplish what I presume the mission-sup- 
porting public of England and America propose, as the ultimate 
object of their operations, the civilisation which is to me 
synonymous with the Christianisation of China, their ranks must, 
in my opinion, be more ably manned, and they must adopt an- 
other plan of campaign. The educated class must be taken in 
reverse. The foreign preacher, though he speak like a native, as 

et the gift of few, if of any, will for long have no chance of 
impressing the lettered men, as a class, from his pulpit; for they 
will never enter his chapel ; nor will they be interested by his 
works upon spiritual subjects, even when written in a far better 
Chinese than we can now command ; for, except so far as their 
hostility is provoked by the rival pretensions of the stranger’s 
doctrine, they are indifferent to spiritual questions. But the dis- 
tribution of useful knowledge, especially in the departments of 
commerce and politics, if discreetly conducted, would go far to- 
wards breaking through the academical conceit in which their 
minds are now entrenched ; and this once even partially broken 
through, a hearing would be obtained on other matters, and in a 
few years a new school of thought would be created. 

Article X. relates to the three new ports on the river Yang-tsze- 
kiang. It is proposed by some of the Memorialists that the 
whole shore of this river, from its mouth to Hankow, should be 
opened to steamers, and that for the more speedy carriage of pro- 
duce from the tea-grounds near the Poyang Lake to the port of 
Kiukiang it should be lawful for steam tugs to ply to certain 
points upon the shores of that lake. The Hong Kong community 
desire to see the Canton river similarly opened, 1 presume in 
the direction of K Si. Iam of opinion that we may fairly 
urge the Chinese to us to trade with steamers to any point 
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or points along these waters at which we are prepared to station 
a bona fide Consular authority. 

The Hong Kong community complain that the ports of Chao- 
chow and Kiung-chow, the latter being the capital of the Island 
of Hainan, are still closed ; and that the Hong Kong trade with 
Hainan is blighted because the Custom-house of Canton obliges 
vessels bound to Hainan to clear at Canton. “The west coast of 
the Canton Province,” observes the memorial, “extending from 
Macao te Hainan, affords promise of being connected with the 
colony of Hong Kong by a traffic which, if fostered, may, in course 
of time, attain to considerable proportions.” It also suggests the 
appointment of a Consular Agent at Hainan. I am strongly in 
favour of this proposition. 

The Amoy community would open Wenchow, a port lying 
about midway between Foochow and Ningpo ; they complain that 
at present their trade is interfered with by native-owned lorchas 
from Hong Kong, which, under the native system, bring little or 
nothing to the Imperial revenue. They go further and extend 
this proposition to all ports on the Chinese coast as subsidiary to 
the Treaty Ports now open ; they would have ships proceeding to 
such new ports deposit their papers at the Treaty. Ports, give 
bonds, take out special permits, and effect their clearances at the 
Treaty Port of entry, and then proceed to the port of debarcation. 
Here again I am entirely in favour of opening ports to shipping 
at any points at which we are prepared to place a bona fide Con- 
sular authority. 

The Shanghai community contend, that without the right to 
reside in the interior there can be no protection against excessive 
taxation of imports and exports in transitu. The Hankow memo- 
rial insists on the advantages enjoyed by Russian firms trom their 
position in the interior ; and Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co. 
would have foreigners open “ hongs,” but nos shops. I am satis- 
fied, as I hava stated, that we do not poses the privilege here 
claimed by treaty, and I am decidedly against any sweeping 
demand with reference to it ; I cannot certainly go the length of 
the Shanghai community, who have requested concession within a 
fixed radius of pebere 200 miles, from some or all of the treaty 
ports. The addition such appointments would occasion to our al- 
ready large Consular establishment in China may appear at first 
sight to Her Majesty’s Government a sufficient reason for declin. 
ing to entertain the proposition, but it is unquestionable that our 
trade increases with the multiplication of commercial centres. The 
Treaty of 1868 has in reality been in operation only since the 
close of the year 1860; yet it is shown by the Hong Kong 
Chamber of Commerce that in the ten years ending with 1866 
trade has increased at Hong Kong from less than a million sterling 
to two and a half millions, and at Shanghai from less than a mil- 
lion to four and a quarter millions, making a total increase of 
five and a half millions; and this, notwithstanding the deplor- 
able condition of the country. I attribute this vast increase to 
the fact that we have now more than twice the number of points 
of access for our steamers than formerly ; and it will not, I think, 
be disputed that the improvement of our trade is a fair set-off 
against the augmentation of our Consular establishment, the esti- 
mate for which, under the new regime, was, if I remember rightly, 
but £14,000 a-year in excess of the old. I should prefer, however, 
that, in the first instance, the inland centres selected as Consular 
stations should, if any, be few ; and that the Chinese Government 
should rather be pressed to open its coast than to make conces- 
siona touching residence in the interior. 

The Tien-tsin Memorial would open to foreign intercourse not 
only China Proper but all that part of the Empire which is de- 
scribed as extra-provincial, including Eastern Turkestan, Mongolia, 
and Kirin. In such portion of Kirin as the Russian Treaty of 
1860 left to China, we find, I believe, no difficulty in travelling 
under passport ; but I know nothing in the state of the country 
or the prospects of its trade that would justify us in pressing for 
a right to reside in it, or in Mongolia. Hast Turkestan is scarcely 
at this moment in the hands of the Chinese Government ; a Ma- 
hometan insurrection has disturbed it and the North-West Pro- 
vinees of China for at least the lastfour years. In the year 1865 
there was a massacre of the Chinese authorities in that region; a 
Mahometan chief now rules there, and it will be long ere it reverts 
to China again. The same memorial would open Peking to foreign 
trade. The proposal would be an unquestionably offensive one to 
the Chinese Government, and, if agreed to, of no value to the 
foreigner. The foreign community is gradually diminishing even 
at the port of import. 

I think the suggestions of the Shanghai Chamber regarding 
the constitution of a separate Mixed Court at the larger ports, 


its division into an upper and lower jurisdiction, and the limita.’ 


tion of the powers of the latter, deserving of attention ; but it 
will be, in my judgment, most desirable that the British com- 
munity should understand thoughout China that however unsa- 
tisfactory we may deem the Chinese rules of commercial usage 
which we are perhaps right in refusing to designate law, the plan 
that the British subject, if a defendant, is bound to stand or fall 
by British law will not be held to justify us in demanding a de- 
cision in accordance with British law where a Chinese is the de- 
fendant.

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Shanghai Chamber complains that a too harsh construction is 
occasionally put on the word “smuggling,” and it may be allowed 
that in ordinary parlance we are disposed to connect the term 
with clandestine or dishonest proceedings. But it will hardly be 
disputed that no Customs service could protect a revenue if its 
action were to be barred, even occasionally, by the plea of an 
absence of all criminal intention. The rules agreed to by the 
Prince of Kung and myself, in the first place, protect the goods 
seized against summary confiscation, and their proprietor is, 
through his Consul, insured, if he wishes it,a full and fair in- 
quiry into the causes of their detention ; but, as a Chinese official 
agent is the party accused, it is, I think, plain that the inquiry 
could not be conducted anywhere but in a Chinese Court, and 
through the competent Chinese authority. The Consul or a Con- 
sular officer attends in the interest of the British complainant, 
and Ideny that his position in the Court would be inferior to 
that which the Chinese authority must occupy were it possible 
for him to take his seat in a Consular Court, to assist at a similar 
investigation. 

Article XVIII. pledges the Chinese authorities to afford the 
fullest protection to the persons and property of British subjects, 
and to take all necessary steps for ake recovery of stolen goods, 
suppression of disorders, and arrest of the guilty parties concerned. 
It is observed that these stipulations are in many instances set 
at nought, and that the Consuls are powerless to obtain redress. 
In regard to the protection we are entitled to, I go, in some 
respects, farther than the memorialists. I think that the whole 
of the police required for the security of the foreign community 
at any port should be paid for by the Chinese. In the present 
condition of China none but a foreign police would be effective. 
I would have the Chinese Government support one just as it now 
supports a revenue establishment formed Hi foreigners ; with this 
difference—that, while it is essential that the revenue force con- 
tinue as it now is, subordinate only to the superintendent of cus- 
toms, who is by treaty exclusively Dd Page for the protection 
of the revenue, the police force should be made, by a common 
understanding, as much the constabulary of the foreign Consuls 
as of the Chinese Government which pays it. It would be, in 
short, precisely what the so-called municipal police of Shang- 
hai is at this moment, but paid by the Chinese Government 
instead of by the foreign merchant, and referring itself primarily 
to the Oonsuls or the Chinese officials, instead of to a committee 
of land-renters, or any other non-official or quasi-munici 
body. On the other hand, I do not think that the Chinese Go- 
vernment should contribute, or be called on to oblige its subjects 
to contribute, to the making or maintaining of foreign roads 
foreign drainage, lighting. or other requirements of foreign civi 
lisation. My remarks point more particularly to the condition 
of things at Shanghai, where the conservanoy of the so-called 
British and American concessions is, I admit, right well cared for 
by the committee of land- renters known as the Municipal Council. 

he Chinese Government is, I think, bound to maintain all 
wharves, jetties, or like constructions essential to the merchant 
for purposes of shipping or landing ; it is withal to the advantage 
of the revenue that they be maintained; but the quasi-municipal 
expenses of the community, the expenses proper, that is, to a 
European town or city, should no more be held to form ground of 
@ claim for assistance from the Chinese Government than the 
consumption by the same community of its wine and tobacco. 
I stand, I fear, alone in my estimate of the mischief to be appre- 
hended in time to come, from the continuance of a position so uD- 
tenable as that of the French at Shanghai; but, with the views I 
hold, I cannot insist too earnestly upon the expediency of attempé- 
ing its modification; and no means to that end appear to me 80 
promising as the substitution of a police force, paid and prima- 
rily wielded by the Chinese Government, for that now paid by, 
and responsible to, the iand-renters, represented by the Muni- 
cipal Council. If the Chinese Government maintain a police for 
all, beside the French, the French will hardly continue to main- 
tain their present gendarmerie, which, I may observe, is far 
rather the police of their Consul-General than of their Conseil 
Municipal ; and the whole foreign region being brought under 
the action of one police body, paid and belonging to the Govern- 
ment of the country, a fusion of the French and other nationali- 
ties may be looked for, which will never be possible so long as the 
French claim the right, as at present, to ignore all Consular 
authority but their own in any part of China which becomes a 
“ Concession Francaise.” The adoption of their term “conces- 
sion” for what is really a “delimitation,” in plain English a fac- 
tory ground, has been most unfortunate. 

ticle XXIII. provides that if a native of Chins, having in- 
curred debts at Hong Kong, abscond, the Chinese authorities, in 
concert with the British Consul, shall endeavour to see justice 
done between the debtor (he being a Chinese and having returned 
to China) and his creditors. The Hong Kong Chamber would add 
to this article a clause requiring the rendition of Chinese debtors 
absconding from the colony. If the colony have any registration 
which is really sufficient to establish what Chinese residing at 
Hong Kong are bona fide entitled to the status of British subject, 
and as such amenable to British law, the rendition of any persons 
having such a status is a plain and incontestable right ; but it is 





difficult to suppose the memorialists serious in suggesting that 


Chinese subjects having fied to China for debt are to be brought 
by the Chinese Government before a colonial court, in order that 
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action may be taken under the decree of such a court against 
Chinese property on Chincse ground. 

We come now to the payment of duties, maritime and inland, 
and complaints of the violation of Article XXIV., by which it is 
agreed that imports and exports sh#ll pay only the duties pre- 
scribed by the tariff, a stipulation alleged to be set at nought by 
the constant disregard of the terms of Article XXVIII, as inter- 
preted by Rule 7 of the Tariff. To accept the provincial limita- 
tion would be to surrender the whole benefit of the Article. Ports 
are open, it is true, in all the coast provinces, and in most of those 
along the Great River, but the lines along which the foreign mer- 
chant will prefer to carry his imports or exports are not always 
those between the inland district and the port or ports that would 
seem geographioally to be ifs natural inlets or outlets. The re- 
medy against evasion of the transit duty now legally leviable on 
exports is in the hands of the Customs, who are empowered by 
Rule 7 to refuse permission to export produce which cannot be 

roved to have paid its transit dues, until these dues have been 
paid. The true cure is alleviation of the burden which places 
the Chinese in a worse position than the foreigner, and tempts him 
to avail himself by stealth of the foreigner’s privilege. 

I am for sam the foreign flag to the Treaty ports, or to 
such points as may be opened as halting stations for steamers, on 
the sea coast, on the large rivers, such as the Yangtsze, or the 

eat stream which crosses the Two Kwang Provinces. or on the 
lakes Poyang and Tung-ting. These are great highways of trade, 
movement along which no more imperil the integrity of Chinese 
jurisdiction than the navigation of the St. Lawrence imperils ours. 
For the protection of our goods in transitu against overcharge of 
dues, I fall back upon Article XXXVIIL, the terms of which en- 
forced, we shall pay no more transit duties than are fair. But 
while I am against the appearance inland of the foreign flag with 
the exterritoriality which would interfere unfairly with the sur- 
veillance of inland revenue, I see no objection to a limited use of 
sinall steamers or foreign rigged-vessels, if they are more conveni- 
ent to our trade, provided that they be not exterritorialised.

the regular export or import trade will be opposed tooth and nail. 

Coau.—It is proposed by many to abolish all duty on both fo- 
reign and native coal, The former pays but 6 candarines (5 100 
of a tael, say from 34d. to 4d ) per ton; the latter 4 candarines a 
picul, reckoned by the Amoy memorialists to amount to 6 mace, 
6 candarines, 8 cash (668-1,000 of a tael), say from 48. to 4s. 6d. per 
ton. I cannot recall anything in the history of the Tariff of 1858 
that would account for so remarkable a difference in favour of 
foreign coal. It had been heretofore free of duty, and was doubt- 
less subjected to the nominal duty now charged to bring vessels 
entering with no other cargo within reach of the tonnage dues. 
The native trade in coal can hardly be said to have had, as yet, 
an existence. There is now, to judge from the curious memorial 
of Tseng-kwo-fan, some prospect of the native coal-mines bein 
worked, and if this comes to pass the import of foreign coal wil 
soon cease altogether. 

Monirioxs or Was should continue as at present restricted by 
Tariff Rule 5, imported only at the requisition of the Chinese Go- 
vernment, or saleable only to agents authorised. On the reduc- 
tion of the duties on pepper, watches, and tin plates, I can offer 
no opinion; nor upon the readjustment of the timber duties can 
I say more than this, that the timber in question is of kinds not 
as yet procurable in China, and imported, I imagine, exclusively 
for the use of the foreign house-builder or ship-builder. The im- 
porter may justly claim, therefore, that the duty should not ex- 
ceed 5 per cent. ad valorem ; indeed, it would not be unreason- 
able to ask for a less duty than 5 per cent. 


OUR TRADE WITH THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 

The following is the translation of a Spanish Royal Decree, 
dated the 28th ult.—which has been received at the Board of 
Trade—relating to the Customs duties on foreign goods imported 
into the Philippine Islands, and which, it will be observed, abo- 
lishes the differential duties :— 

Art. I.—Foreign merchandise, produce, and effects brought from 
foreign ports in Spanish bottoms are not to be regarded as appertaining 
to the coasting trade in the Philippine Islands, even though they may 
have touched in transit at ports of the Peninsula, adjacent islands, or 
the Spanish Antilles, and left with the same cargo. 

Art. II.—The said manufactures, produce, and effects brought from 
foreign ports under the Spanish flag will pay the Customs dues, with 
the fullowing dedactions :—25 per cent. on importations from July 1, 
1871, to June 30, 1873 ; 20 per cent. on impurtations from 1873 tu 
1875; 15 per cent. on importanons from 1875 to 1877; 10 per cent.

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Art. III.—The Government will report to the Cortes on the disposi- 
tions on Art. II. of the present decree. ;

It is a matter of surprise with all concerned in the trade of the 
Philippines that now the differential duties are abolished some of 
our enterprising shipowners have not proceeded to establish a line 
of sailing vessels from London, or that some of the steamers en 
route to China do not call at the port of Manila. Two or three 
Liverpool houses have for years past had the carrying trade in 
their own hands, and the rate for fine goods has been at times as . 
high as 90s. per ton. The style in which the business is done is 
peculiar, a different rate being named for almost all classes of 
goods instead of an uniform rate, as adopted in London. Again, 
the great cause of dissatisfaction and disgust is that the rate of | 
freight for the same vessel varies weekly. according to circum- 
stances. If a vessel is at a medium rate of freight, and there is 
an indication of plenty offering, the “ screw” is at once applied 
and an increased rate demanded ; or sometimes a merchant is in- 
duced to ship at the current rate, and before the vessel leaves an 
important reduction in the rate is made to the later shippers. 
Much annoyance is thus experienced, and it is certain that the 
best support of both Continental as well as home shippers would 
be given to a London line.
